Mystery surrounds 
report on release 
war prisoners 


STOCKHOLM 
(UPI) 
- 
The 
Scandinavian Airlines System (SAS) 
said today it had been approached 
by a “ private person” in West 
Germany in mid-July about the 
possibility of flying 187 persons to 
New York from Laos, but that the 
deal had fallen through. A Stock­ 
holm newspaper said the 187 persons 
were American war prisoners. 
The report first appeared in the 
Dagens Nyheter, a usually reliable 
Stockholm 
newspaper 
with

balanced editorial policy. It said

carried out next Thursday and that

POWs 
would 
be 
flown 
to 
Vientiane from Hanoi, “ probably 
with Russian planes,” and that they 
were then to be transferred to an 
SAS “ stretched” DC8-63 for the trip 
to New York. 
SAS issued one report saying its 
West German representatives had 
been approached by U.S. m ilitary 
authorities for the operation but 
issued a clarifying statement later 
saying the U.S. m ilitary was not 
involved 
and 
that 
the 
person 
inquiring about the a irlift was a 
“ private person” it did not identify. 
The SAS statement said it was 
never mentioned that the category 
of 
passengers 
was 
m ilita ry 
personnel. A similar report in the 
Boston Herald Traveler today on an 
a irlift also did not identify the 
passengers as war prisoners. 
An air of mystery enveloped the 
entire operation. The Swedish and 
the U.S. governments denied any 
knowledge of the plan. But the Hanoi 
delegation at the Paris peace talks 
stopped

of 
denying 
the 
prisoner release report. 
Xuan 
Thuy, 
the 
chief 
North 
Vietnamese negotiator in Paris, 
said the report in Dagens Nyheter 
was the result of someone’s “too 
fertile imagination.” But he did not 
use the word “ deny” and he also 
dodged the issue when asked if some 
prisoner talks were underway other 
than those at the Paris talks.

First deep space walk 
performed by Worden 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPII 
—Astronaut Alfred M. Worden left 
the security of the earthward bound 
Apollo 15 spacecraft today to take 
man’s first walk in deep space.

The film , recording more than one 
million square miles of the moon’s 
surface, was in an instrument bay in 
the service module, which is to be 
jettisoned in space prior to late 
Saturday’s

The 39-vear-old pilot yielded to 
temptation and took a look around. 
“Jim. Worden reported to Irwin, 
“it looks absolutely fantastic to get 
that moon back there. That is 
absolutely, 
unbelievably

remarkable sight.” 
The moon was 44,000 miles away. 
The Earth was 196.000 miles below. 
The spacecraft was traveling at 
2,000 miles an hour.

It was 3:30 in the morning and they w ere laughing at 
me from the back seat. 
They saw m e trying to get som e sleep from an erect 
sitting position and thought it was the funniest thing they 
had ever seen. It was like a wino in his prim e trying to 
catch som e shut-eye on a park bench. 
I was trying the straight position only because every 
other posture had failed m e during the seven-hour car 
ride But they were right. I did resem ble a drunkard, my 
head dipping, and I felt like one three 
tim es over. 
Unfortunately, my stupor was from lack of sleep and not 
from the fruit of the vine. 
We were stranded on Clark Avenue in Santa Maria on 
the way hom e from Sacram ento, just after Lom poc's 
Babe Ruth team won the Northern California baseball 
playoffs against Concord. 
We had attracted the glaring red spotlight of a 
Highway Patrol car. and then this m ysterious blue 
Mustang kept circling back to survey us. I guess he 
somehow thought we wouldn't notice him on the bustling 
thoroughfare that is Clark Avenue at 3:30 in the morning. 
We had already blown a cap from a front tire in Lodi. 
This tim e, though, it w as the water pump — a som ewhat 
m ore fatal injury to an autom obile, they told m e. So 
there we sat. 
We had phoned a friend, Willard Grossi, who was on 
his way to tow us hom e, but it would be a while until he 
could reach us. In fact, it would be 5 a.m. before each of 
us was in bed. 
Now to the average guy who could sleep in, that would 
really present no problem. And even to the guy who has 
som e job where the work is m echanical and takes no 
m ental processes, such lack of sleep would not be totally 
crippling. 
But work for me began at 8 and I had to com e through 
with an original, catchy sounding story in less than an 
hour about Lom poc's 7-2 triumph on the baseball 
diamond the night before. In that, expectedly, I failed. 
But the attem pt was there. (It’s not if you win or lo se ...) 
Anyway, that’s why I was trying to catch som e 
precious sleeping tim e. And as I sat there fighting the 
cold Central Coast fog. I thought how crazy som e 
Lompoc people are when it com es to baseball. 
+ + + + 
In 1968 they journeyed from the heat of Brawley, 
Calif., to the cold rains of Klamath F alls, Ore., to watch 
their Babe Ruth team in Regional and World Series 
com petition. 
Then, in May of this year and last, they traveled all 
over Southern California following the Lompoc Braves 
nine in CIF play. And in every case, they could have 
stayed hom e and heard the gam e over local radio. But 
that wouldn't do for the fanatic Lompoc boosters. 
So I w as thinking it not so unusual that nearly 100 
Lompocans showed up in Sacram ento for the best-of- 
three series td earn the right to travel to the Babe Ruth 
Regional 
in 
Douglas, 
Ariz. 
The 
Lompoc 
fans 
outnumbered those from Concord, and that city is less 
than two hours from the capital. 
Many w ere relatives of the Lompoc players, but there 
were also many there who had no fam ily ties to the kids. 
Thev were there sim ply to represent the city as fans. 
Jim Grossini, Joe DeLira.Tom and Joan Farrell, Harley 
Kolding, Bill Shouler, Sam Hines, and the list goes on 
The m ost unusual Lompoc contingent there was a 
group of seven high school and college-age guys who 
hitchhiked the 350 m iles to the heat of Sacram ento. 
Rocky, Kerry and Kelly Candaele joined with Jim Reed, 
Tom Learned, Nick Garife and Jack Martin on the 
adventure. 
They went in two groups, with Kelly and Jack making 
the trip Saturday in a phenomenal nine hours. The other 
crew took its tim e, leaving Friday noon and arriving in 
Sacram ento at about 8 p.m. Saturday — a 32-hour 
journey. 
The fellow s went shirtless the entire stay in the 100' 
degree tem peratures of Sacram ento. (At night it cooled 
to 89.» They spent their daytim es watching the girls at 
nearby Folsom Lake and got back just in tim e for the 
Sunday and Monday night ball gam es. 
They slept out in centerfield at the ball diamond — the 
rent w as right. And they lived on a diet of Dairy Queen 
ham burgers, cheap baked beans and even cheaper 
Fisher’s beer. 
Making their way to Sacram ento had been a struggle. 
One of the groups traveled one stretch of highway with a 
shaky pair of drunks. After that they were picked up by 
an old lady who couldn t stop talking The precariousness 
of the two rides cam e out about equal. 
Hoping to avoid such a fate on the return trip, they 
hunted for rides home and happriy found room. 
+ 4 ’+ + 
And then there was the man who drove m e up and back 
from Sacram ento — Frank Hain, one of the team s 
pitching coaches. 
Because of the rail strike last week. Hain had made 
four truck trips to Stockton, delivering diatom aceous 
earth for J-M In his truck it was a six-hour trip both 
ways. So figure that — 48 tot>il hours on the sweltering 
road through Fresno. Turlock and the other blazing 
towns along Highway 99 in one week. 
He got hom e from his last delivery Saturday night and 
decided nothing — even sheer exhaustion — would keep 
him from the two Babe Ruth gam es. So he awoke early 
Sunday morning and with m e and his w ife headed back 
up that highway toward Sacramento. 
+ + + + 
Another faithful follower of the Lompoc fortunes on 
athletic fields is 
Jim Downs, who broadcasts every 
major sports event of Lompoc team s. For the past two 
years he has covered all league and playoff gam es for 
the Lompoc Braves in football, basketball and baseball. 
He has now covered every playoff gam e for the Babe 
Ruth squad since their two exhibition gam es against 
Fremont back in early July. 
They say he owns a gas station som ew here on Ocean 
Avenue but one can’t im agine how it stays alive. I am 
sure the station is a myth. 
+ + + + 
While on the subject of the 14-15-year-old Babe Ruth 
team , it might be interesting to pass on som e insights 
into the players on the squad 
In the chatter of the 
grandstands, there is talk of how this team is much more 
tam e than the 1968 squad that made it to the World 
Series. 
"They are much easier to handle than those kids that 
made it to Klamath F alls," said one observer, who will 
remain nam eless to prevent a slug in the mouth. "On 
that 68 team you had guys like Roy Howell and Monte 
Bolinger leading the team in girl chasing and galivanting 
around It w as hard to keep track of them ." 
Most followers point to the quiet kids like Jules Hain, 
Ralph Ochoa, Mike Bratz and Eddie Hall and say "Look 
how behaved they are." Well, I suggest you start 
watching 
Scooter 
Henderson. Tuffy G rossi, 
Bucky 
Brockett and Johnny Rodriguez a little closer and it may 
bring back m em ories. It's not that they don’t behave — 
they do. They just get into a little m ore "fun” than the 
others.

Actor, longhair, 
future champ

NEW YORK (UPI)—The guy was a little out of breath 
from climbing the stairs. 
“Joe Louis just came in! ” he said. “ He's downstairs.“ 
The announcement created a buzz of excitement, the 
same kind of excitement which customarily follows a 
surprise visit by Joe Louis anywhere. 
“Let’s get Joe up here,” said John Condon, the always- 
working publicity man from Madison Square Garden 
boxing. “ I think all of us would like to see him.” 
The site was Les Champs restaurant here in midtown and 
the occasion was a luncheon at which the garden was 
announcing a tripleheader for the night of Aug. 9—Bobby 
Cassidy goes against Rodrigo Valdes in the feature. Bennie 
Huertas takes on Rey Mercado in another cofeature, and 
Chuchu Malave meets Harold Weston. Jr., in a special nine- 
round welterweight bout. 
Chuchu Malave was the one drawing most of the attention 
until Joe Louis showed up. First because he was wearing 
his hair down to his shoulders, second because he's an actor 
as well as a prize fighter and third because he was 21 
Wednesday and they had a big birthday cake prepared for 
him with all the trimmings. 
Somebody went downstairs to get Joe Louis and when the 
Brown Bomber came up he was smiling and looked good. 
He walked over to the table where the fighters were sitting 
and shook hands with all of them, including long-haired 
Chuchu Malave. 
“ It’s his birthday today,” Louis was told. 
“ Yeah, I know,” he said, smiling. “ I'm gonna give him a 
birthday present. I'm gonna get him a haircut. 
Joe Louis recognizes a lot of things have changed since he 
was champ. He recognizes the fact and doesn't fight it. he 
accepts it. 
Chuchu Malave. 21, and hoping to be world welterweight 
champion some dav and then an established actor. is t rom a 
completely different generation than Joe Louis. Chuchu 
didn’t get uptight at all when he heard about Joe s birthday 
“ gift” for him particularly since he knew Louis was kidding 
him about his long hair. 
“ But sometimes it aggravates me when people come up 
to me and say it's a good gimmick,” said Chuchu Malave, 
who has won 11 of his 13 professional fights. 
I ts not a 
gimmick It’s me. I've been wearing my hair this way two 
years. The New York Athletic Commission said something 
to me about it They said it’s not becoming to boxing, but I 
don’t see how I wear my hair has anything to do with 
boxing." 
Nonetheless, Malave already has had to learn to 
compromise. He ties his hair in the back now evervtime he 
boxes. 
Chuchu has been boxing 10 years. He’d like to retire from 
the ring in another five or six. His manager. 35-year-old 
Vern Depaul, discovered him in a Police Athletic League 
center when Chuchu was only 11. 
“ The thing that attracted me to him was his desire. 
Depaul says. “ He was 11 years old and he wanted to be a 
fighter even then. He knew what he wanted. I'd like to see 
him go all the way and find happiness. I ll tell you this 
much, he’ll never fight just for a pay day as long as I'm his 
manager. He's in this strictly to become a champ or get 
out—with all his faculties. ” 
Chuchu listened to what Depaul was saying and said. 
“ We don’t have the usual fighter-manager relationship If 
something should happen to Vern that he couldn't train me. 
well, I just wouldn't fight anymore. You gotta have 
someone in your corner to whom you can confide. It's gotta 
be more than just a business. 
Chuchu Malave appeared in his first professional acting 
role two months ago. He played a hustler in an off- 
Broadway production called “ Paym ents,” and he handled 
himself so professionally that Keene Curtis, a Tony award 
winner, cam e backstage later and congratulated him. 
“ He’s doing very well with his acting but right now I 
think he's a better fighter,” says Depaul about his 145- 
pound battler from Greenwich Village campaigning as a 
junior welterweight until now and getting his first 
welterweight test against Weston Monday night. “ He s a 
good boy and very determined If he has anv one big fault 
maybe it’s overconfidence.

How Football Players 
Know When to Quit 


Did Groza, Graham, Tittle Retire Too Soon?

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
While George Blanda, nearly 
44 years old, sweats through 
two-a-days at the Oakland 
Raider training camp, Bob 
Waterfield plays touch foot­ 
ball with his son at a picnic 
in Los Angeles, Lou Groza 
and his son kick alone at a 
park in Cleveland, and Otto 
Graham employs his famous 
right arm to spread cement 
for the flagstones at his new 
house in New London, Conn. 
“Personally, I think it’s a 
shame, all the star football 
players who retired in the 
prime of life,” wrote Blanda 
in a recent Sports Illustrated 
article. “Lou Groza washed 
up at 43, Ben Agajanian, 
prematurely retired at 45, Y. 
A. Tittle, gone when he was 
38 and Bob Waterfield at 33. 
Norm Van Brocklin hung 
them up at 35 as did Otto 
Graham . . . (They all) fell 
victim to one of pro foot­ 
ball’s many u n r e a s o n i n g 
prejudices: that you’re no 
longer capable of playing 
when you reach 30 or 35. 
Baloney!” 
What do Groza (now 47), 
Agajanian (51), Tittle (45), 
Waterfield (50), Van Brock­ 
lin (46) and Graham (49) 
think of that? 
“We all get older in spite 
of George,” said Graham.

“Ev e r y b o d y doesn’t grow 
old g r a c e f u l l y like him.

30.” 
“I could have p l a y e d 
longer, if it had been pass 
and touch,” said Y. A. Tittle. 
“I played a long, long time 
with aches and pains, then I 
just sort of lost the itch. 
George still has the itch, the 
will to play and try to do his 
best all the time. He’s a 
rare guy.” 
“Chances are,” said Aga­ 
janian, “that football is the 
only thing in George’s life. 
Or it’s the most important 
thing. When I quit in 1964 I 
just could no l o n g e r give 
enough to football.” 
The pull of outside inter­ 
ests, in fact, and not the phy­ 
sical strain was the primary 
reason the six stars retired 
when they did. 


Agajanian had a sporting 
goods distribution company, 
and oil and ranching prop­ 
erty which he still looks 
after. Tittle and Groza are 
still in the insurance busi­ 
ness. Van Brocklin retired 
in 1960 after quarterbacking 
the Eagles to a champion­ 
ship (“What do you do for 
an encore?” he asks) and 
thought this the most oppor­ 
tune time to look toward the 
f u t u r e —and get a job as 
head coach. He did, with 
Minnesota. He is now head 
coach of the Atlanta Fal­ 
cons. 


Waterfield retired to go 
into “the picture business.” 
(He is now the director of 
player p e r s o n n e l for the 
Rams.) Graham retired to 
enter b u s i n e s s , too. “I 
wanted to quit on top,” he 
said. “I thought my business

future depended on that. 1 
didn’t just want to hang on, 
like a Joe Louis.” (Graham 
has coached the Washington 
Redskins, and is now ath­ 
letic director of the Coast 
Guard Academy.) 
Family was another factor 
for retirement. As T i t t l e 
said, “I had three kids who 
were about to enter high 
school age. I thought they 
could use a full-time father.” 
All six ex-stars agreed that 
they could have played a 
few years more. “Age is no 
problem—-as far as kicking 
and quarterbacking is con­ 
cerned,” said Groza. 
Said Agajanian: “Some of 
the older kids are in better 
condition than the younger 
kids. I think that if coaches 
would let the older ones train 
at their own pace—and not 
do two-a-days—t h a t more

would stay on. I even think 
some guards and tackles 
could then play on until 45 
or 50.” 
Tittle, Van Brocklin, Wa­ 
terfield and Graham said 
that they can still throw, 
that their arms are in good 
shape right now. 
“My arm was never a 
problem,” said Van Brock­ 
lin. “My legs were. I never 
had any.” 
“ I picked up a ball last 
year,” said Graham, “and 
was still able to throw accu­ 
rately.” 
“Sure,” cont i nued Gra­ 
ham, “I could have played a 
few more years, But the 
older you get the worse be­ 
come the pre-game stomach 
jitters. And then, when those 
6-8, 300-pound linemen can 
run faster than you, you 
know it’s time to quit.” 


Money was a major factor 
when each of the six quit. 
“I was making $20,000 a 
y ea r in 1952, when I re­ 
tired,” said Waterfield. He 
probably would be making 
lour times that much if play­ 
ing today. 
A c t u a l l y , Agajanian re­ 
mained in football not so 
much for the m o n e y he 
made from football, but for 
the money he made outside 
football. In his last season, 
1964, Agajanian r e c e i v e d 
$9,000 from the San Diego 
Chargers. 
“I never played football 
for the money,” said Aga­ 
janian, “I never asked for a 
raise. O t h e r things were 
more i m p o r t a n t . I didn’t 
want football to be my entire 
life. And I was grateful to 
football for the opportunity 
to succeed in business. Be­ 
cause of your name, people 
were willing to trust you and 
help you.” 
Today, all six are close to 
their playing weights, except 
for Groza who at 275 is, he 
said, “some 25 pounds flab­ 
bier than when I quit foot­ 
ball in 1967.” They play golf, 
tennis, handball, paddieball 
and generally watch their 
diet. 
“ I eat very light,” said 
Van Brocklin. “When you’re 
coaching, food don’t xaste 
that good.”

Job hunting: an ordeal for Vietnam vets

WASHINGTON — ( N E A ) 
—Ex-.Army sergeant Norm 
Izzard arrived at the Capital 
Printing Company the other 
day promptly, politely, but 
none too optimistically. 
He was there for a job 
interview 
A receptionist offered him 
a chair. 
And he sat down quietly to 
wait. 
His mood, hardly passion­ 
ate, was understandable. He 
had been out of the service 
for six months, out of work 
for almost as long and he 
was weary and worn down 
from the fruitless repetition 
of sitting quietly to wait for 
job interviews. 
Like it was always the 
same: hard chairs, tile ceil­ 
ings, plastic flowers in the 
planters. “ You fill out the 
applications. You hand in the 
applicaticns. You wait for 
the man to return and he 
says he’s got an opening for 
a janitor at $2 an hour.’’ 
The 
veteran 
shook 
his 
head. 
He tried to get comfort­ 
able. 
“ Man,” he sighed. “ I just 
don’t know.” 
What Norm I zzar d, age 
28, didn’t know was how in 


hell he ever got into the 
dreary, 
confidence-sapping 
predicament of searching— 
“ begging is a better word” — 
for work. And thousands of 
other Vietnam-era veterans 
have shared his bewilder­ 
ment. 
b]xact statistics on Viet­ 
nam veterans unemployment 
are unavailable. The Labor 
Department believes 320,000 
is a reasonable estimate. 
And some recent monthly 
figures have indicated as 
many as one out of every 10 
v e t e r a n s are looking for 
jobs. 
But whatever the real sum, 
it’s torture for the involved. 


“ I get up in the morning,” 
«гя1Н Norm Izzard. “ I call up

the V.A., I go to the employ­ 
ment office, I read the want 
ads. Nothing. Never nothing. 
I ain’t got two cents in the 
world. Sometimes I figure 
what the use, there ain’t no 
hope left.” 
It’s been repeatedly ex­ 
plained that the blame for 
the misery lies in the woes 
of the national economy as a 
whole. Government officers 
say h i g h e r over-all unem­ 
ployment is a result of a 
transition from war to peace. 
Thus, since 1968, with a mil­ 
lion men released from serv­ 
ice each year, unemploy­ 
ment has risen from 3.3 to 6 
per cent. 
Yet this argument is only 
partial explanation of to­ 
day’s veteran plight.

Cosmetic Surgery 


Can Help a Lot

Dear Dr. Lamb—I was in 
a car accident six months 
ago and was thrown through 
.he window. I have four long 
scars that were sewed up 
on my face and a lot of holes 
and pits on my forehead 
from little pieces of glass 
cutting in. The doctor they 
took me to released me a 
couple of months later and 
haven’t seen a doctor since. 
That doctor told me that 
plastic surgery doesn’t make 
scars go away, it just nar­ 
rows them a little and takes 
another year to heal. Would 
vou tell me some facts about 
this kind of plastic surgery? 
How does plastic surgery 
lielp and how do I go about 
getting a good plastic sur­ 
geon? 


A woman at work told me 
about getting rid of little pits 
and holes by having your 
face scrubbed and a new 
skin is formed. Is there such 
a thing? Does it leave your 
skin rough‘d Do 1 have to 
have my whole face done or 
just my forehead'^ 


Dear Header—Each case 
must be evaluated bv a plas­ 
tic surgeon but usually some­ 
thing can be done to improve 
the situation. It is true that 
scars will remain but they 
can often be made into such 
fine line scars that they are 
tar less noticeable. Broad 
and unpleasant scars are cut 
away, the s k i n is under­ 
mined and sewed together 
under less tension, resulting

in a better scar. The plastic 
surgeon can tell you if your 
scars are capable of im­ 
provement. 
Yes, you can have your 
face scrubbed or sanded to 
remove the outer layer of the 
skin. The skin crusts over 
and when the crust comes 
oH new pink skin is evident. 
The process literally peels 
off the areas where the pits 
and b l e m i s h e s exist. It 
changes the pigment charac­ 
teristics of the skin. Some 
individuals with more pig­ 
ment in their skin will not 1^ 
happy with the pink color in 
contrast to the color of the 
rest of the skin. This may 
determine whether a person 
needs all. none, or part of 
the face done. 


Write or call your county 
medical society and ask for 
the names of plastic sur­ 
geons in your area who do 
cosmetic surgery.

If you really have 
a problem it could be of con­ 
siderable importance to your 
whole life to have it properly 
cared for by a reputable cos­ 
metic surgeon. Don’t go to 
anyone for this purpose un­ 
less he is recommended by 
the county medical society.

At first glance, it seemed like bad news The Nixon 
administration announced that it wound up the 1971 fiscal 
year on June 30 with a deficit of $23 3 billion This is the 
second largest federal deficit since World War 11. shaded 
only bv the record peacetime deficit of $25 2 billion run 
up by President Lyndon B Johnson in fiscal 1968 
But then came the good news 
It uasn t a deficit, 
really It was actually a surplus, sort of 
As Treasury Secretary John B. Connallv and George P 
Schultz, director of the Office 
of Management and 
Budget, hastened to explain in their joint announcement 
of the deficit. “ Had the nation’s economy operated at full 
employment throughout the fiscal year, there would 
have been a $2.5-billion surplus 
Don’t be confused It's really beautifully simple 
Under the "full employment budget concept adopted 
as a policy by President Nixon last year, federal 
spending should equal the tax income which would be 
produced if unemployment were four per cent for the 
entire year (Four per cent unemployment is considered 
•full employment

It n doesn't it there is a budget deficit in a year when 
there is 
full employment 
this means that the 
government is spending more than it is taking in This is 
bad. since it is a stimulant to the economy, and hence 
inflation 
Thu< while on paper it may look as if the government 
spent $23 2 billion more than it collected in taxes, this is 
only because unemployment in fiscal 71 averaged six 
per cent Ergo, the government really didn't spend any 
money it didn't have — or shouldn t have had. anyway. 
Of course, the treasury Department will now have to 
go to market to borrow this $23.2 billion, but only stuffy 
“classical” economists would argue that this is itself a 
stimulant to inflation because it tends to force interest 
rates higher 
There is even more good news: Early estimates are 
that the deficit for the 1972 fiscal year just beginning will 
be on the order of $25 billion This would make a total 
back-to-back deficit of some $48 billion in two years. 
But as explained above, a deficit is not a deficit is not a 
deficit. So don’t give it another thought.

The system is already in existence 
m a few jurisdictions baaed on 
efforts that began some years ago. 
In terms of traffic 
i n c i d e n t s , 
t he 
Congress 
enacted 
t h e 
F e d e r a l 
Highway Safety Act 
of 1966 which was 
intended to upgrade 
the traffic 
safety 
posture throughout 
the nation 
Key to 
the program is a 
universal system of 
r e p o r t i n g 
and 
delineating traffic 
accident statistics 
Applied more liberally to include 
the crime scene, the best law 
enforcement brains of the moment 
visualize 
a 
system 
for 
almost 
instantaneous retrieval of modus 
operandi. or the method used in a 
crime 
— 
and 
uniformity 
in 
reporting 
At the moment there is a contlict 
between the methods of reporting by 
v a r i o u s 
law 
e n f o r c e m e n t 
jurisdictions, making it difficult to 
compare crime stats of the moment 
with those of a few years ago. 
Readers will recall the apparent 
discrepancy between reports from 
the FBI and various state crime 
reporting agencies The discrepancy 


sometimes amounts to a difference 
of several percentage points in the 
rise of certain types of crimes. 
Some few years ago, a prominent 
judge in the west announced that his 
policy of focusing public attention 
on juvenile offenders had reduced 
the incidence of juvenile crime by 19 
or 20 per cent The exact percentage 
of his claim escapes me, but the 
picture presented by the judge 
showed a drop in juvenile crime. 
Journalists in particular became 
interested in the story. Several 
wrote 
s to ri es 
detailing 
the 
remarkable decrease in crime as a 
result of the judge s methods. 
After the good judge had his day 
and had convinced a lot of people 
that his methods had merit, a group 
of eminent journalists wrote, asking 
for more details. The judge refused. 
Not to be put aside, the journalists, 
and 
they 
included 
some 
of 
indisputable repute, journeyed to 
the judge’s home town and using the 
public records pieced together the 
statistics which had been denied 
them The net result of the effort 
showed 
that 
rather 
than 
a 
significant drop in juvenile crime 
there had been a rather substantial 
increase. 
The point to the story is that there 
may have been many factors in the 
difference between the contention 
of 
the 
judge 
and 
the 
figures 
produced by the panel of journalists. 
The methods of reporting may have 
been one of the root causes of the 
difference. 
The historic method of scanning 
various police crime reports to 
detect 
similarity 
is 
laborious.

The cult that continues to build 
around Mr. Ralph Nader is worth 
attention — not quite as much 
attention as is invited to the subject 
by those who treat Mr. Nader 
chiliastically. Still, he makes news, 
deserves to make news, and appeals 
to many people who take pleasure in 
the idea of an individual challenging 
the establishment, whether it is 
quartered in Washington, in Detroit 
or New York. 
It is here that Mr. Nader has 
suffered 
a 
rather 
considerable 
setback, or so one would judge from 
a recent report in the Chicago 
Tribune, 
which 
surveys 
recent 
efforts by Mr. Nader to probe the 
workings of the First National City 
3ank of New York. 
If 
one 
had 
to 
s umma r i ze 
Mr. 
Nader’s difficulties, 
they are: 
that the 
New York bank is 
headed 
by 
Mr. 
Walter B. Wriston. 
Mr. Wriston is Mr. 
Ra l p h 
N a d e r ’s 
nemesis. 
In his 
own, kindly way. 
Wriston is a banker — a very big 
banker. 
The First National City 
Bank of New York is the country’s 
second largest. 
Wriston is the 
principal executive officer of the 
bank. 
One day, Mr. Wriston’s bank was 
descended upon — this was a year 
ago — by 16 of Nader's Raiders, 
antennae aquiver, pencils sharp. 
While they were observing him. it 
turns out, he was observing them. 
On visiting the bank, they said to 
Wriston: 
“ We’ll tell you who we 
want to see.” 
“This is a big store,” Wriston told 
them, and he recalls, “ They named 
someone none of us had ever heard 
of and we asked, who is he?” ’ 
“ He controls the loan policy,” 
said the Raider. 
“ He determines 
who gets the loans.” 
By the time Mr. Wriston had 
explained that 2,000 lending officers 
— not one single individual — 
approve and deny loans, the Raiders 
were insisting that Wriston's words 
suggested that “there was some 
Svengali around here.” 
But, finally, the gentleman the 
Raiders had named was found: and 
it turned out that he was a loan 
clerk, and all that he would say was, 
“ I don’t determine nothing.’' 
The Raiders, it turns out, poked 
around for a whole year. 
Nader 
himself visited the bank for exactly 
one hour. On June 19, the sharply 
critical 
Nader Report on First 
National City Bank was published — 
“a sort of high school essay,” 
Wriston says, calmly one supposes, 
— “ full of factual errors.” 
The 
report’s 
suspicions, 
for 
instance, were, one judges, based on 
a tendentious arrangement of the 
figures. 
For example, Nader’s 
highly publicized charge that the 
bank makes slum neighborhoods 
deteriorate by taking more money 
out m deposits than it puts in in 
loans was, says Mr. Wriston, based 
on the balance sheet of a single 
branch 
Wriston, passing judgment on the 
young 
Raiders, 
found 
them 
“ bright,” which is as one would 
suppose; 
but 
found 
them 
also 
prejudiced 
against 
business, 
careless 
with 
the 
facts, 
and 
altogether ignorant about banking 
Even to the point of ignorance of 
basic economics. As suggested by 
Wriston s comments on the project 
d i r e c t o r , 
David 
L e m s d o r f , 
“ Lemsdorf was giving me this jazz 
about allocating X per cent to 
housing. That’s the oldest argument 
in the world 
The king sits on the 
throne and says all left-handed serfs 
to the field, and all red-handed serfs 
to the laundry 
Any arbitrary 
allocation, not done by the free 
market, is going to be destroyed the 


day it’s done.” 
th e Wriston Report on Ralph 
Nader notes that in the old days, 
Nader did all his research himself, 
and checked and double-checked it. 
“ But he began to franchise himself 
like a fried chicken stand.” Now he 
sends out Raiders. 
“ He puts out 
what he accuses others off, a shoddy 
product at inflated prices...Nader is 
a direct descendant of the great 
P opulists,” 
sum m arizes 
Mr. 
Wriston. “ There are family trees in 
American political life and the 
Populist tree flourishes now and 
then. 
He believes in his soiil. I'm 


sure, 
that 
an 
alert 
federal 
bureaucracy is smarter than the 
people.” 


One suspects that Ralph Nader’s 
perfectionism suggests to him that 
the government, run by Naderites, 
should have full authority, total 
power. Perhaps, surveying now his 
own difficulty in regulating the 
quality 
control 
of 
his 
own 
immediate 
underlings, 
he 
will 
sympathize 
a 
little 
with 
the 
problems 
of 
the 
administrative 
agencies, General Motors and, at 
least, the First National City Bank.

I won't say that George is one of 
those Walter Alston type of guys 
who never seem to get too ruffled 
when the pressure is on, or a call is 
made that goes against him. He 
isn’t, but he’s learning You see. 
George lives every pitch, every first 
down measurement, every throw of 
a baseball or football. He couldn’t be 
more involved in a game if he were 
actually out on the field instead of 
being on the bench or in a dugout. 
Now. George is taking a group of 
some of our finest young baseball 
players to Douglas, Arizona, to 
participate in a Babe Ruth regional 
tournament. Hopefully, from there 
he and his young wards will move on 
the Babe Ruth World Series to be 
held in Albuquerque, New Mexico.
